DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
cited, although disclosing two light sources and single micro-mirror/dmd or array of 
micro-mirror/dmd and a controlling section for providing illumination to a projection 
device, the prior art does not disclose a first and second light source and a single micro 
mirror type light modulator where the dmd in the modulator tilts at a first angle when 
receiving light from the first light source consequently projecting the light onto a 
corresponding area and the dmd in the modulator tilting and a second angle when 
receiving light from the second light source consequently projecting light onto the 
corresponding area in combination also with a control section for controlling the first and 
second light emitting from the first and second light source respectively.
